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1* Rumanian refugees in Germany total* approximately 3*UOO persons of 
whom only about 1,200 can be considered ethnic Rumanians, the others for the 
most part being Volks deutsche. The majority of Rumanian emigre organizations 
in Germany were created by members of the Iron Guard who have been in Germany 
since January 19U.* Although these Iron Guardis ts were comparatively few in 
number, they were extremely active politically and succeeded in enlisting the 
cooperation and support of cany of the Rumanian refugees who reached Germany 
toward the last yeara^bf the war and immediately following the war* The recent 
split in the Horia/^D£A Iron Guardis ts was also reflected in these refugee 
organizations in Germany and the moderate Quardists of the PAPANACE, GA5KEATA, 
and IAS INSKY faction have succeeded in taking over a number of these organizations • 

The weakening of the control of the SIMA Iron Guardis ts has bean favorably viewed a e J 
by many non-Guardis t Ruman ian refugees. On the other hand, certain liberal Romani an* " m n 
refugee leaders consider that this may be but a maneuver on the part of the Legion 
naires and that they w ill eventually close the ranks again after having attained 
the leadership of nearly all Rumanian organizations in Germany.
